Such statement from such high authority 
demand serious consideration and will re- 
ceive It. But at llip same time It might be 
suBRCStcd that II wc are complacpnt. there 
are other reason.'^ tor It than laziness or seU- 
Ishness. If that Is vihal the military leaders 
suspect. 

Much of sueli ronuilacency a.s exl.its .surely 
arises from an untlcratantlablc confusion, for 
example, the Mnrsliall-Klng-Aniolcl report 
came on the eve of the war'manpower com- 
mission's new control of hlrlriR and Job 
changing. It might bewilder nuiuy war work- 
ers to read the reporf.s .■stern exhortation not 
to walk out on a war Job when a rcRiilatlon 
to prevent that very thlnK wa.s about Lo y,n 
Into effect. 

Other Inconsistencies come to mind which, 
stirred together, produce a brew that can 
set the ordinary head lo spinning. A few 
months ago Qeniirnl Elsenhower prodlcled 

■ that the war In Europe would be won In 1 
Prime Minister Churchill Implied as much 
In a recent optlmlfitlc statement. But th( 
chief of the Philadelphia ordiiiincc rilvlslon: 
said last week that "General El.'ienhowcr and 
the high command do not think the war will 

. end as soon as the whhful-lhtnklnR public 
believes," and that Ihc next six months "will 
be the most critical production period this 
country has ever faced," 

Then, too, the Involved WPB plans .for re- 
conversion have been presented with such 
complexity and with such a confusion of 
metal surpluses here and tailing steel pro- 
duction there that only a Philadelphia lawyer 
can tell whether wasliluE machines or trench 

■ mortars are under dlscu-sslon. 

Civilians have been accused of wl.shful 
thinking before. And each time It hn.s been 
possible to see that the attitude was partly a 

■ reflection of confusing or misleading state- 
ments In higher circles. 

Unity of policy at the lop would stll! seem 
best able lo cure the false optimism for which 
the ordinary public Is regularly blamed.
